ed and brought to said grade of live (5) 
Inches below said fialahed grade.

surface thus p rep ared shaii be p laced a 
layer of iiydrauU c cem ent Concrete four (4) 
tiich?8 In thickness, comp osed of one p art 
of best I’ortland cem ent and two p arts of 
best clean, coarse, sharp sand, and after 
m ixing In a dry state, tive p arts of broken 
stone, not larger than two and one-half 
2« ^ I 
inches in any dimension shall be 
added and evenly Incoiiiorated therein, to 
hlch m lxtare clean w ater shall he added in 
sufficient quantity 
to give a surp lus of 
m oisture when rammed, which layer shall, 
. hlle fresh, 
be thoroughly 
ramm ed and 
com p acted to an even grade and thickness. 
Up on this layer shall be p laced a second 
layer or finishing coat one inch In thickness 
to be m ade of one p a rt of best Im p orted P ort­ 
land cem ent and one p a rt of torp edo gravel, 
m ixed and p rep ared in the best m anner and 
used and laid while fresh and before the first 
layer Is seu Bald sidew alk shall be laid in a l­ 
te rn a te sections of five i5) feet In length and 
five (^» feet a p a rt, and afte r such sections are 
set. th e live (» 1 feet sp ace between said sec­ 
tions shall be laid in a sim ilar m anner. Only 
th e best m aterials shall be used in th e con­ 
struction of said sidew alk. All crossings p ri­ 
vate and otherw ise, shall be madtq of ti inch 
concrete and one and H inch top dressing with 
Vi Inch ap rons on eith er side.

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DOGS OF PREHISTORIC DAYS. 


Bone* Ponnd in Indian Monnda and 
Cave Dwellers* Homes. 
The bones of the old Indian dog were 
found in great numbers and there is no 
doubt but that this dog was one of their 
domestic animals, for it Is known that 
dogs were domesticated long before the 
earliest records of history , their re­ 
mains being found in connection with 
the rude implements of the ancient 
cave and lake dwellers all through Eu­ 
rope. 
However, the history and description 
of the Indian dog in the ancient timet 
is y et a subject far from elu tion . The 
remains of the dog found in Indian vil­ 
lage sites w*ere described by Professor 
Lucas, of the Smithsonian Institution 
at Washington, as being a short-faced 
dog, much of the size and proportions 
of a bull terrier, though probably not 
short haired. 
Professor Lucas say s he 
has obtained specimens apparently of 
the same breed from the village sites 
in Texas from old pueblos. 
Professor Putnam, of Harvard Uni- 
x’orslty , for more than twenty y ears has 
been collecting bones of dogs In connec­ 
tion with prehistoric burials in various 
parts of America and a study of the 
skulls of these dogs found 
In 
the 
mounds and burial places In Florida, 
Georgia, South Carolina, Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky, and New York, and from the 
great shell heaps of Blaine, shows that 
a distinct variety of species of dog was 
distributed over North America In pre- 
Columbian times. Apparently the same 
variety of dog Is found In the ancient 
site of the Swiss lake dwellers at Neuf- 
chatcl, also In the ancient tombs of 
Thebtrs In Egypt. 
Professor 
Putnam 
further 
sa y s: 
“ This variety of dog is apparently iden­ 
tical with the pure-bred Scotch collie 
of toda y . 
If this Is the case, the pre­ 
historic dog in America, Euroi>e and 
Egy pt and its persistence to the pres­ 
ent time as a thoroughbred Is suggest- 
]^e of a distinct ^ ecies of the genus 
cania, which was domesticated several 
thetisand y ears ago, and also that the 
preh’tetorlc dog in America wa s brought 
to thfa continent by very early emi- 
grants from the old world.” 
lie ( ^ a r e s that comimrisons have 
not beefi* made with dogs tha t Have 
been in the’ tribes of the southwest 
with the a^actent Mexicans and with 
the Eskimos^’ 
In the la t^ r part of the fifteenth 
century Olurabus found two kinds oí 
dogs in the West Indies and later Fer­ 
nandez described » three kinds of dogs 
In Mexico, and as Professor Lucas nas 
been able to trace the Baum village 
dog into the far southnvest It Is very 
likely one of the klñdf described by 
Fernandez. 
However, It mnst be ad­ 
mitted that comparisons have not been 
made with suffldent exactness to place 
the Baum village dog with imy of tlose 
described by the early writers. 
During the entire explorá üon fifty 
bones of the d |g were removed, repre­ 
senting perhaps aa many Individuals. 
Some of the hones showed marks oí 
the flint knife upon them, others were 
made 
into 
ornaments, while others 
were broken In similar manner to bones 
of the deer and raccoon.

Springfield. III., July 8 —With the 
co ming o f the new legislative year in 
UliDo is a number o f statutes designed 
to bring abo ut impro vement in the 
co nduct o f Insurance business In the 
state have go ne into effect. 
These 
statutes represent what has been ac­ 
co mplished in the way o f refo rma­ 
tio n since the unearthing o f the great 
insurance scandals in the east, and. 
taken In co nnectio n with the legisla­ 
tio n o f the previo us two years and 
impro vements in the state department 
o f insurance, give to Illino is po licy 
ho lders a degree o f pro tectio n such as 
Is fenjo yed In no o ther state. 
When Go v. Deneen came Into o ffice 
he to o k up perso nally the study o f 
the Insurance questio n, and he has de­ 
vo ted much time, In co njunctio n with 
the o fficers o f the department and 
men Interested In the business, to de­ 
vising means fo r securing better pro ­ 
tectio n to the Insured, enfo rcing their 
rights and pro tecting bo th the public 
and the insurance co mpanies fro m the 
manipulatio n o f disho nest and indif­ 
ferent management. 
Fo llo wing is a 
summary o f the new legislatio n which 
has go ne into effect since the begin­ 
ning o f the present state administra­ 
tio n: 
Requiring larger 
reserves 
to be 
maintained by casualty co mpanies fo r 
the pro tectio n o f their po licy ho lders. 
Permitting emplo yers to o rganize 
mutual co mpanies fo r the purpo se o f 
insuring themselves against liability 
as emplo yers. 
Enlarging the territo ry within which 
farmers’ mutual fire insurance co m­ 
panies may do business and increasing 
the facilities fo r o btaining this class 
o f eco no mical insurance. 
Enlarging the po wers o f co unty mu­ 
tual fire insurance co mpanies and put­ 
ting these co mpanies upo n a firmer 
business basis. 
Requiring life lnsur.ance co mpanies 
o f o ther states to maintain a depo sit 
o f securities fo r their po licy ho lders. 
Requiring o f life insurance co m­ 
panies the maintenance o f a reserve 
o n their po licies fo r the security o f 
their po licy ho lders upo n a b^sis such 
as will restrict extravagant expendi­ 
tures In acquiring new business. 
Autho rizing the insurance superin­ 
tendent to call fo r additio nal info rma­ 
tio n fro m insurance co mpanies and to 
give their transactio n greater pub­ 
licity. 
Pro hibiting m ls r e p r e s e n tatio n , 
thro ugh advertisements, o f the terms, 
benefits o r advantages o f po licies. 
Regulating the investments o f the 
funds o f life insurance co mpanies fo r 
the purpo se o f securing the co nstrva- 
tio n o f the funds o f po licy ho lders. 
Requiring that salaries paid o fficers 
and emplo yes o f insurance co mpanies 
be passed upo n and that actual respo n­ 
sibility fo r such expenditures be as­ 
sumed by the directo rs o f the co m­ 
panies. 
Regulating the pro vlslwis which may 
he co ntained in po licies o f life insur­ 
ance issued In Illino is. 
Unifo rmity o f Po liciet. 
The last-named law is the first at­ 
tempt to regulate the pro visio ns o f liv 
surance po licies undertaken by the 
law-makers o f Illino is. 
The bill was 
drawn in co nsequence o f reco mmenda­ 
tio ns made to the assembly in Go v. 
Deneen’s message to that bo dy, and is 
o ne o f the mo st effective measures fo r 
the pro tectio n o f the general public 
yet devised In Insurance legislatio n. 
Until the present time there has 
been no attempt to regulate the pro ­ 
visio ns to be co ntained in po licies o f 
life insurance so ld in Illino is and 
every so rt o f po licy has been so ld. 
Because the general public Is unfamil­ 
iar wish the Insurance business it has 
been an easy matter to Insert in co n­ 
tracts terms which are unfavo rable to 
the insured and where the purchasers 
o f po licies have had to do with un­ 
scrupulo us agents many o f them have 
been impo sed upo n. 
The new law prescribe that certain 
minimum no n-fo rfeiture pro visio ns be 
Inserted In all po licies o f life insur­ 
ance so ld In Illino is, by either do mes­ 
tic o r fo reign co rpo fratio ns. So me pro ­ 
visio ns which have been hereto fo re In­ 
serted by co mpanies are no w pro hib­ 
ited abso lutely because it has been 
fo und that they o perate against the 
Insured. 
The result will be safer in­ 
surance fo r the po licy ho lder and in­ 
creased co nfidence In po Kcles Issued 
in 
Illino is. 
While It will 
o perate 
against such co mpanies as desire to 
avo id the terms o f their co ntracts. It 
will materially aid the bustness o f Uie 
reputable and fair Insurance men. 
Illino is Changes Quietly. 
Since the 
Hughes 
investigatio n 
New Yo rk has secured a reputatio n 
as a regulato r o f Insurance co mpanies 
and its new bills have been po inted to 
as mo dels In this repo rt, but Illino is, 
witho ut the hurrah and scandal at­ 
tending the pro ceedings In New Yo rk, 
has secured even better 
regulatio ns 
fo r the pro tectio n o f po licy ho lders. 
The Standard Pro visio ns act is a strik­ 
ing example o f this and at the same 
time Is an Illustratio n o f what may 
be acco mplished by co nservative and 
careful analysis In framing legislatio n. 
The New Yo rk laws pro vide fo r 
Iro nclad standard fo rms o f po licies 
and all po licies must co ntain the same 
pro visio ns, no mo re, no less. The Illi­ 
no is law restricts o nly the pro visio ns 
made fo r the benefit o f the co mpanies 
and permits them to make co ncessio ns 
to the po licy ho lder. In this manner 
It gives to the purchaser o f insurance 
the benefit o f competition between the 
co mpanies 
while 
it 
pro tecU 
him 
against the insertio n o f terms in the 
co ntract which may nullify o r Impair 
his insurance. 
Only a few states have hitherto at­ 
tempted to enact no nfo rfeiture pro vi­ 
sio ns in the po licies issued by insur­ 
ance co mpanies, and In framing .the 
Illino is statute care was exercised to 
avo id such mistakes as had been made 
elsewhere. 
Massachusetts has been 
held up as an example in the enact* 
ment o f no nfo rfeiture claaae l^fisln- 
tio n, but in the Illino lii law la fo und 
even better pro tectlim ft» * the po licy 
ho lder tlum Is affo rded^hy the law i o f 


the Bay state. 
Must Account to Pol i cy Hol der. 
One highly impo rtant feature o f the 
niino is law is the safeguard thro wn 
aro und the dividends o n participating 
po licies. Mo st o f the agitaUo n in the 
life insurance wo rld, it is asseirted, has 
been caused by the abuse erf the de­ 
ferred dividend system, the practice o f 
mo st o f the co mpanies being to give 
the insured no statement o f his divi­ 
dend until the clo se o f his dividend 
perio d, thus enabling the dividend fund 
to he squandered In the payment o f ex­ 
penses and securing new business. 
The co mpanies are also required to 
repo rt the aggregate o f the dividend 
fund, the additio ns made to it aud a U 
disbursements fro m the fund. 
This 
repo rt must be made to the Insurance 
department, and the o ffice will be en­ 
abled to keep o lo se tab o n what the 
co mpanies are do ing with these im­ 
mense trust funde. 
With this check 
upo n their affairs there will be less 
dispo sitio n to extravagance and waste. 
While the legislature has been busy 
with the pro blems wo rked o ut by the 
new statutes, the Insurance depart­ 
ment has no t been idle. Upo n its en­ 
fo rcement o f the laws will depend 
their efficacy, fo r it is the o nly co ­ 
hesive agency in the state capable o f 
making them effective. It was estab­ 
lished because lo cal o fficials, witho ut 
kno wledge o f the business and want­ 
ing means o f securing info rmatio n, 
co idd no t be depended upo n to safe­ 
guard the Interests o f the Insured. Its 
primary purpo se was to pro tect the 
peo ple In their dealings with insur­ 
ance co mpanies and to see that they 
were no t preyed upo n by fake co n­ 
cerns, wo rthless co mpanies and unco n­ 
scio nable schemers masquerading un­ 
der the false name o f insurance co m­ 
panies. 
With the enactment o f the new leg­ 
islatio n the department has had a wo n­ 
derful gro wth in effectiveness. 
This 
is the natural result o f the suppo rt 
given the department by the go verno r 
and the general assembly, and the 
careful co nsideratio n given its needs. 
At the same time the activity, ho nesty, 
intelligence and fairness with which 
the department has been co nducted is 
generally reco gnized as being a prime 
facto r in making fo r its success. 
Wo rk In Department. 
The department has annually li­ 
censed 40,000 agents o f co mpanies au­ 
tho rized to do business in Illino is. It 
has annual statements fro m o ver 600 
co mpanies to examine, file and repo rt 
upo n, and the examinatio n o f the 
co mpani^ requires co ntinuo us wo rk 
in which exceptio nal care, training and 
tho ro ughness are requisite. In this re­ 
spect the department has acquired a 
high standing and its examinatio ns 
are reco gnized as autho rity. 
The tho ro ughness o f the examina­ 
tio ns made is Illustrated by the fact 
that there have been no recent failures 
amo ng co mpanies do ing business in 
Illino is except tho se caused by the 
Califo rnia earthquake and ftre, which 
departmental supervisio n was po wer­ 
less to prevent. 
There have been a 
few failures amo ng assessment co m­ 
panies and fraternal so cieties which 
are no t under etrlct state supervisio n 
and which the law affo rds no adequate 
means o f preventing. 


Ki l l Off Underground Insurance. 
Undergro und insurance, a system o f 
writing po licies 
emplo yed by co m 
panics which are no t autho rized to do 
business in the state, is the bane o f 
the Insurance department Its o fficers 
fo und It very difficult to check the 
o peratio ns o f the agents who do this 
class o f unaatho rized business,. but 
within the past few years they have 
been rendered practically incapable o f 
harm. Repeated pro secutio ns and pub­ 
licity Is rapidly ridding Illino is o f un­ 
reliable insurance. 
The reco rds o f the audito r and treas­ 
urer sho w that the insurance depart­ 
ment co llected in fees and taxes o ver 
$400,000 annually. 
This 
mo ney 
is 
pro mptly paid o ver to the state and 
full acco unts o f all receipts and ex­ 
penditures, available to the public, are 
prepared and filed. 
The department 
also Issues a co mprehensive repo rt fo r 
general distributio n and the info rma 
tlo n o f tho se Interested in insurance 
business. Its affairs are co nducted in 
a business-like manner and it ho lds 
high rank amo ng Insurance men. 
A feature o f the Illino is department 
which co mmends Itself to tho se famil­ 
iar with insurance Is Its po licy o f deal 
Ing with insurance pro blems fro m a 
judicial standpo int. 
While It has a 
reputatio n fo r jealo usly guarding the 
rights o f Illino is po licy ho lders, it has 
sho wn no dispo sitio n to ho und o r 
harass co mpanies o f o ther states. 
During all the excitement attending 
the New Yo rk insurance scandals, the 
Illino is department did no t lo se its 
head, no r was it carried away with the 
hysterical demand fo r repressive legis­ 
latio n and radical regulatio n. 
So me 
states went so far in this respect that 
Insurance eo mpanles were driven fro m 
them, while o thers nullified 
who le­ 
so me laws fo r regulating Insurance by 
substituting fo r them unreaso nable 
and unco nstitutio nal enactments. The 
Illino is legislature was guided in its 
wo rk by the reco mmendatio ns o f the 
go verno r and the Insurance’ depart- 
« leat and no thing o f this so rt o ccurred 
here.

Her inten.se fo ndness 
fo r do gs caused her o n o ne o ccasio n to 
giv e a meal o f milk, bread and meat to 
ev ery do g in Lucca. 
She 'willingly paid 
the bill fo r the eitrao rdinary banquet,

were

upo n her thro ugh her utter igno rance o f 
the v alue o f mo ney.

BIG TREASURY RECORDS. 


Fro m six to eight inches o f rain hav e 
fallen thro ugho ut the gn^ater 
part o f 
Germany during the last few* days, and 
as a result a number o f riv ers hav e o v er­ 
flo wed their banks, carrying death and 
destructio n to the surro unding co untry. 
No less than a do zen railro ad* accidents 
fro m washo uts hav e been repo rted, and 
dispatches co ming in fro m the co untry 
trav er.sed by the swo llen .streams relate 
the destructio n o f cro ps, dwo Hing ho uses 
and o utbuildings. 
The flo o ds are espe­ 
cially sev ere in western Germany. 
Cas­ 
ualties to the number o f fifty hav e been 
rei>o rted, principally perso ns caught by 
the water.« and chiefly fro m v illages in 
Po land and Silesia. 
The capsizing o f a 
bo at near Berlin resulted in two deaths. 
The hay and rye cro i« in the pro v ince o f 
Brandenburg are ruined by the pro lo nged 
rain, the farmers hav ing had o nly o ne day 
fo r haiwesting. The Oder is well o ut o f 
its banks. 
The water is three feet deep 
in the streets o f Bre.slau. The so ldiers in 
the garriso n there hav e been o rdered o ut 
to a.ssist the fire department in building a 
series o f dams to prev ent the further 
spread o f the flo o d. 
Immense damage 
has been caused to the merchandise sto red 
in the wareho uses o n the riv er banks. 
Farm lands fo r a distance o f KX) miles 
fro m Breslau are inundated, the grain 
cro p Is ruined, and cattle hav e been 
swept away. 
Almo st the entire city o f 
(iiatz in Silesia is under water fro m the 
flo o d. 
The Elbe and W estritz riv ers are 
full flo o d. 
Tlie railro ad statio n and the 
track at Dresden hav e been damaged, and 
traffic has been delayed.

B usin ess L eaders o f To ledo S entenced 
U nder A n ti-T ru st L aw . 
Twenty-three 
o f 
To ledo ’s wealthiest 
business raen were sentenced by Judge 
Lindley W. Mo rris to serv e six mo uths 
in the wo rkho use aud pay lines o f $1,999 
each fo r v io lating the Valentine anti­ 
trust law. 
Owing to the fact that there 
is an epidemic o f smallpo x in the wo rk­ 
ho use the judge suspended sentence fo r 
ten days, at the end o f which time the 
men must begin to serv e their sentences. 
Sev en o thers were fined $1,9(X> each, but 
e.^caped priso n senteuces. 
They pleaded 
guilty and co nsequently canno t appeal. 
Their o ne ho pe o f escaping lies in the 
attack o n the co nsliiutio uality o f the law. 
made in the famo us ice co mbine cases o f 
a year ago , which no w are befo re the Su­ 
preme Co urt. 
This ho pe, ho wev er, is a 
slender o ne. 
The men sentenced w'ere 
lumber dealers, brick m anufacturers and 
briilgemen. 
All were o ld friends o f the 
judge, and pleaded guilty befo re him two 
mo nths ago . 
When they faced him fo r 
sentence the situatio n 
was 
dramatic. 
Judge M o rris gav e the men a scathing 
lecture befo re passing sentence. 
He said 
he had co me to the co nclusio n that the 
mere assessing « f fines wo uld no t check 
members o f illegal co mbinatio ns, and that j 
the o nly remwly so ciety can hav e is to 
sec that ev ery v io lato r o f the law serv es 
a term in priso n. 
The faces o f tke men j 
blanched a^s the judge spo ke o f priso n, 
and as he co ntinued his arraignm ent the 
po ssesso rs o f millio ns cringed in their 
scats.

Frencluiien, o ver who m the great rero - 
Intio n o f ’93 passed like a hurricane, and 
carried o ff mo st o f their belief in its san­ 
g uinary clo ak, may smile with pity and 
reg ard as a fanatic remainder o f ano ther 
age this casto m o f placing the co ndemned 
in chapel. Amo ng u.s it is true, matters 
are managed much mo re simply; a man, 
when co ndemned by the law, eats, drinks 
and remains alo ne in his cell. If he de- 
alre it he is visited by the chaplain, who m 
be is at liberty to co nverse with. If he 
likes; if no t, he remains perfectly quiet, 
and no bo dy pays any attentio n to him, 
during a perio d mo re o r less lo ng, and de­ 
termined by the rejectio n o f his appeal. 
Then, o ne fine mo rning, when he is least 
ttunking o f it, the go verno r o f the priso n 
anno unces to him, when he wakes, as the 
mo st simple thing in the wo rld, that he 
Is to be executed that same day, and 
o nly an ho ur is granted him to reco m­ 
mend his so ul to the divine clemency. The 
flatal to ilet is made by the executio ner 
and his assistant, the co ndemned man is 
placed in a clo se carriage, co nveyed to 
the place o f executio n, and in a twinkling 
launched into eternity, befo re he has had 
a mo ment to lo o k ro und him. 
When a mao is co ndemned to death 
fro m that mo ment he is, dc facto , cut o ff 
fro m that so ciety to which he no lo nger 
belo ngs, thro ugh the sentence passed o n 
fcim; he is co nsequently separated fro m 
his fello w men. 
He is sho t up in a ro o m, at o ne end o f 
which is an altar; the walls are hung 
In black drai^ery, studded with silver 
tears, and here and there mo urning in 
•criptio ns. drawn fro m Ho ly Writ. Near 
his be<i is placed the c<'»ffin in which his 
bo dy is to be depo sited after executio n, 
while two priests, who relieve each o th­ 
er, but o f w ho m o ne co nstantly remains in 
the ro o m, say mass in turn, and exho rt 
the criminal to repent o f his crimes, and 
implo re Divine clemency. 
This custo m, 
which, if carried to an extreme, wo uld 
appear in o ur co untry befo re all, bar­ 
baro us and cruel, perfectly agrees with 
Spanish manners, and the iho ro uchly be­ 
lieving spirit o f this impro ssio uable na- 
I tio n; it is i» *irrVd to draw the culprit 
f>acfc to p im st ih nght, and rarely fails to 
p^Jlince tbeitJ^red effect upo n him. 
iftie genera! was, therefo re, placed in 
gapilla. and two mo nks belo nging to the 
o rder o f St. Francis, the mo st respected, 
and. in fact, respectable in Mexico , en­ 
tered it with him. 
The first ho urs he passed there were 
terrible; this pro ud mind, this ¡wwrerful 
o rganizatio n, revo lted against adversity, 
and wo uld no t accept defeat. Glo o my and 
silent, with fro wning bro ws, and fists

Illino is was taken when Go v. Deneen 
signed the ro ad drag bill passed by 
the fo rty-fifth general assembly. 
Un­ 
der this law the farmer who drags the 
ro ad abu tting his pro perty o r adjacent 
thereto may be paid fo r It, while his 
neighbo r who do es no t care eno u gh 


l o r a go o d ro ad to u se a drag may co n­ 
tinu e to travel in the mu d. 
In two years the state highway co m­ 
missio n has co nverted 
every 
ru ral 
mail carrier into a go o d ro ads mis­ 
sio nary. 
Tho u sands o f drags are be­ 
ing u sed. 
Experimental ro ads have 
been co nstru cted in vario u s sectio ns 
o f the state. A censu s o f traffic has 
l>een made o ver a large nu mber o f 
ro ads. 
Bridges are being bu ilt o n 
plans fu rnished by the o o mmlsslo n and 
plans are being prepared fo r mo re 
bridges. 
The co mmissio n, co nsisting 
o f President E. J. Jo nes o f the Univer­ 
sity o f Illino is; James R. Fu lkerso n, o f 
Jersey co u nty, and Lafayette Fu nke, 
o f McLean co u nty, is bu sy giving ad­ 
vice and Instru ctio ns. So po pu lar has 
the mo vement fo r better ro ads beco me 
that while the sU te administratio n 
fo u nd It difficu lt to o btain an appro ­ 
priatio n o f $25,000 per year inn905, 
this su m was increased to $59,600 per 
annu m in 1907 witho u t a dissenting 
vo ice In the legislatu re. 
The new ro ad law is o f general in­ 
terest to all sectio ns o f the state, be­ 
cau se it calls particu lar attentio n to a 
practical and efficient metho d o f main­ 
taining earth ro ads. 
Previsions of the New Law. 
The first sectio n o f the law pro vides 
that the lo cal highway o fficials o f any 
to wnship o r ro ad district may co ntract 
to have the adjacent land o wners o r 
tenants alo ng a given piece o f ro ad 
maintain said ro ad by ro ad drags. It 
is also pro vided that the co mmissio n­ 
ers shall no t pay fo r this wo rk mo re 
than 75 cents a mile each time the 
ro ad is dragged in the pleasant mo nths 
o f the year, and no t o ver $1 a mile 
each time the ro ad ia dragged du ring 
December, Jannary, 
Febru ary 
and 
Mareh. 
Sectio n two calls particu lar atten­ 
tio n to the u ndesirable metho ds so 
o ften emplo yed in ro ad wo rk, whereby 
a lo t o f lo o se material Is scraped o n 
the ro ad. 
The sco o iffl sectio n o f the 
law etates it shall be 
u alawfni 
to 
place lo o se so il, so ds, o r o ther veg­ 
etable m atter o n a ro ad that has been 
dragged o r pu t In go o d co nditio n, o r 
place su ch material so as to interfere 
with the free flo w o f water fro m the 
center o f the ro ad to the side ditches 
o r gu tters. 
It Is no t the intentio n o f 
this sectio n o f the law in any way to 
pro hibit the legitimate wo rk o f grad­ 
ing and cro wning a ro ad, o r fo r plac­ 
ing material that may be necessary 
fo r any reco niffru ctlo n o f that part o f 
the ro ad. 
This is pro vided fo r in the 
law by a clau se which states the re- 
striatio n do es no t a-pply to depo sits 
o f earth o r material that are mad« by 
the ro ad au tho rities fo r necessary 
co nstru ctio n. 
R« « d« No t to 
C« l Up. 
The third sectio n o f the law is o f 
particu lar Impo rtance (and it is the 
o nly new featu re.) 
It is made u n­ 
lawfu l fo r any i>erso n o r perso ns wil­ 
fu lly to destro y the wo rk that has 
i>s« D do ne, by driving o ver the piece 
o f ro ad befo re the po rtio n dragged has 
had time to dry o u t o r to freeze, 
it is distinctly iwo vlded, ho wever, that 
this clau se shall no t wo rk any hard­ 
ship to perso ns u sing a piece o f ro ad 
that has been dragged if it is po ssible 
to drive o n su ch a ro ad with safety 
o n the side o f the dragged po rtio n. 
The who le ebject o f the clau se is to 
all particu lar aUentimi to the fact 
that with a little care o n the part o f 
tho se u sing the ro ad qu ite as mu ch 
can be acco mplished In maintaining 
tke ro ad as by u sing the ro ad drag. 
The law pro vides that any perso n 
who vio late« any o f its pro visio ns 
shall bs gu ilty o f a misdemeano r, and 
may b« 'fined no t less than $1 no r 
mera than $5. All th« fines will be 
paid into the treasu ry o f the to wn­ 
ship in which the damage has been 
do na. 
The state highway co mmissio n has 
in preparatio n a bu lletin which will 
co ntain instru ctio ns aa to ho w a ro ad 
sho u ld be dragged and when it is to 
be dragged. Unless this wo rk is car­ 
ried o n pro perly no impro vo ment^will 
be made, and the taxpayers’ mo ney 
will be spent, as statistics sho w mu ch 
o f it 
at present is spent, In wo rk 
that acco mplishes little o r no thing in 
impro ving the ro ada. Thla bu lletin 
ill Inclu de the fu ll text o f the law 
and will be ready fo r distribu tio n 
•o o n. 
It will he placed in the hands 
o f all Uie to w a^ ip co mmissio nera, 
and may serve as a basis fo r making 
co ntracts o r agreements fo r having 
the ro ads dragged. 
How to Use Drag. 
Ru les and a descriptio n o f the wo rk 
have heea prepared by the state high­ 
way co mmissio n fo r circu latio n in the 
bu lletin. 
So me o f the 
su ggestio ns 
are: 
The law pro vides that the 
wo rk 
■kail b« do ne in acco rdance with in- 
•tru ctiena o f the to wnship o r ro ad 
district co mmlaaio nert. 
In o rder that 
the different co mmlsaio o ers may have 
standard Instru ctio ns, the ru les co n­ 
cerning the u se o f the ro ad drag are 
given. The co mmissio n u rges 
that 
they ho fo llo wed aa clo sely as prac­ 
ticable, if the beat resu lts fro m the 
tt^ o f the dru g are to be secu red. The

Ho ads pro perly dragged will 
u ry 
o u t weeks earlier In the spring than 
a ro ad no t so maintained, and when 
dried o u t will be smo o th and In ex­ 
cellent co nditio n. 
Mo reo ver, 
they 
will no t be cu t into ru ts so readily 
du ring the winter. 
The o rdinary co u ntry itu wl can bo 
well maintained if dragged at 
the 
pro per time o n an average o f twice a 
mo nth. 
The dragging will have to bo 
mo re frequ ent du ring the winter and 
spring than in the su mmer time. 
Co nstru ctio n o f Drag. 
The drag sho u ld be made light, no t 
heavy. 
Therefo re, o ak and o ther 
heavy hard wo o ds are no t adapted to 
this pu rpo se so mu ch as a so fter 
wo o d. 
Cu ts o f the vario u s fo rms o f drags 
will be 
fo u nd In the bu lletin. 
One 
is co nstru cted fro m planks that are 
placed o n edge abo u t three feet apart 
and held to gether with cro ss pieces 
o n which are placed planks fo r the 
driver to stand o n. Ano ther drag o f 
simple co nstru ctio n is made with a 
lo g split in two instead 
o f 
two 
planks. 
Still ano ther that is fo u nd 
effective hi many places Is made by 
lapping three planks and 
nailing ^ 
them alo fig the lap Jo int, 
making 
what is kno wn as the lap 
plank 
drag, which is the simplest fo rm tif g 
drag, bu t at the same time is inef­ 
fective. 
This so rt o f drag can be 
u sed when the ro ad Is In very mu ddy 
co nditio n mo re easily than either o f 
the o ther fo rms. 
The drag sho u ld be 
abo u t eight feet lo ng and be hau led 
alo ng the ro ad at an angle o f abo u t 
45 degrees. 
The law prescribes 
dragging 
a 
width o f 20 feet. 
This will requ ire at 
least two ro u nd trips with a drag 
eight feet lo ng. 
If a ro ad is flat o r ho llo w In the 
center, it wo u ld be better to cro wn o r 
grade it u p with a ro ad machine u n­ 
til the center is abo u t ten Inches high­ 
er than the sides. 
The center sho u ld 
be abo u t 30 inches abo ve the bo tto m 
o f the gu tters o r side ditches. 
It is no t abso lu tely necessary, espe­ 
cially o n side ro ads, o r lightly traveled 
ro ads, that the ro ad bed be cro wned 
by a grader to get go o d resu lts. 
Bu t 
where it is do ne, the time to do it 
wo u ld be either early spring, so that 
the spring rains wo u ld have a chance 
to co nso lidate the ro ad, o r early In 
the fall. Ju st preceding the fall rains. 
The spring, ho wever, is a mu ch bet­ 
ter time 
It sho u ld no t be do ne in the 
middle o f the su mmer o r ju st preced- J 
ing a dry spell, aa the ro ad wo u ld be­ 
co me very du sty and no t co mpacte 
The repeated u se o f the drag, if u sed 
pro perly, will 
gradu ally 
ero wn 
a 
ro ad, bu t It sho u ld be remembered it 
Is no t expected a drag will make 
a 
go o d ro ad. 
It will o nly keep it u p. 
When to Use Drag. 
Unless the ro ad Is in the right co n­ 
ditio n, the wo rk o f dragging will be 
wasted. 
One thing to be insisted 
u po n is that the wo rk be do ne at the 
right mo ment. 
The right time ia 
when the ro ad is wet. 
The mu ddier 
it is, the better the resu lts. 
On a 
ro ad that is in extremely bad co ndi­ 
tio n and the mu d very deep, it ia 
pro bable that the fo rm o f drag kno wn 
as the lap plank drag, 
co u ld 
b© 
wo rked to better advantage. 
In the su mmer time and early fall, 
dragging sho u ld be do ne while it is 
Actu ally raining, fo r u nless the rain 
is exceptio nally heavy and lo ng co n­ 
tinu ed, the water will peftetrate the 
dry ro adbed so rapidly that the su r­ 
face will be co mparatively dry when 
the drag is u sed after the rain has 
sto iiped. 
The resu lt then will be that 
the ro ad is to o dry. 
The nearer It is 
po ssible to spread the mu d o ver the 
ro ad as a mo rtar, mu ch in tire sa m ê ^ 
way as a maso n wo rk© mo rtar with 
a tro wel, the greater the impro ve­ 
ment. 
Under no co nditio ns sho u ld a ro ad 
be dragged when it is dry. 
This 
merely cru mbles u p the su rface and 
nmkes a layer o f the lo o se material, 
which qu ickly beco mes du st and la 
again tu rned into mu d, which will 
ho ld w atetr o n the su rface o f the 
ro ad, and which is exactly the co n­ 
ditio n that is to be prevented. Drag 
when the ro ad is go o d and mu ddy. 
Do n’t drag when it is dry. 
Drag 
whenever po ssible and at all seaso ns 
o f the year. If a ro ad is dragged Im­ 
mediately befo re a co ld spell, it will 
freeze in a smo o th co nditio n.

Begin at o ne side o f the ro ad, re­ 
tu rning o n the o ppo site side. 
Alw’ays drag a little earth to wards 
the center o f the ro ad u ntil

raised ten o r twelve Inches abo ve the 
center o f the ro adway.

When the ro ads are first dragged 
After a very mu ddy spell, 
vehicles 
•ho u ld drive, if po ssible, to o ne side 
u ntil the ro ad has had a chance to 
freeze o r partially dry o u t 
The ex­ 
ercise o f a very little care o n the part 
o f the u sers o f the ro ad will do qu it© 
as mu ch as the drag to wards secu r­ 
ing a smo o ther ro ad. The law pro ­ 
vides a penalty fo r any o ne who will­ 
fu lly cu ts ru ts in a dragged ro ad.

“ Ladies sh ould take off th eir h aU in 
ch urch . No preach er can inspire a man 
wh o is looking into a lopsided aggrega­ 
tion of dead birds, stuffed weasels, ch a- 
melion skins, ribbons, beads, sticks, straw 
com tassels and th istle down. It makes 
a sinner feel lost in a wilderness. 
If th ere is anyth ing more forlorn and 
desolate th an a country cemetery neg­ 
lected, 
overgrown 
with weeds and 
brush , leaning tombstones and rotten 
fences, it is h ard to imagine. On th e 
oth er band, th ere is no more restful and 
peaceful place th an a well kept rural 
cemetery. It Ukes h ttle work and not 
much money to keep a cemetery in good 
condition and make it a credit instead 
of a reproach to th a community. 
Beginning July 1, th ru a law passed 
at th e last term of th e legislature, a 
bounty of ten cents a h ead will be paid 
for all crows. 
In addition to th is, five 
cents a piece will be paid for each crow 
egg turned in, and twenty-five cents for 
woodch ucks. Th e crows must be turned 
in in numbers not less th an ten, wh ich 
also applies to th e eggs, wh ile not less 
th an four woodch ucks will be taken at 
a time. 
A citizen suggests th at every family 
sh ould h ave a curfew wh ich sh ould pos­ 
itively “ ring tonigh t” and every nigh t 
if neeided. Th ese curfews are inexpen­ 
sive and can be h ome made. Take a 
piece of siding two feet long and wh ittle 
one end down to a h andle. Take th e 
ch ild th at needs th e curfew and bend 
over a barrel. Now take th e piece 
siding in h and and use for a clapper. 
Put it on h ot, divide th e strokes evenly 
aud see th at none miss. Good for a boy 
or girl up to th e age of sixteen, and th ree 
applications are warranted to cure th e 
most pronounced case of street loafing 
th at exists. Th e music of th e curfew 
maker is said to be finer th an singing 
“ Wh ere is my wandering boy tonigh t.” 


CONCEETE CEMENT SIDEWALK. 


Aw Ordinance for th e Conatrnetloa 
of a Concrete Cement Sldewalh * 
Be it ordained by the President and Board 
of Trustees of the Village of Bensenville. 
Section 1. 
That a Concrete Cement Side­ 
walk five (5) feet wide tie constructed, laid 
and located as follows: Ccnumencing at the 
alley east of the public school block and run­ 
ning east on north side of Green Street to 
Park Avenue, all being in the village of Ben­ 
senville. county of DuPage and State of Illi­ 
nois. 8aid sidewalk. sM ii when constructed, 
be constructed and localetl In accordance with 
the grades and ioca tlios as shown by the 
stakes now set by Coniintttee on Streets and 
Alleys. Said sidewalk m front of the abutting 
lots aud parcels of land shall have a slope of 
one inch toward the center of the adjacent 
street. 
The ground where the said side­ 
walk is to be located shall be graded and 
compacted so that it shall have a uniform 
grade of five 
inches below said finished 
grade. 
Baid compacting shall be done by 
wetting, roiling and ramming to give an 
even, solid aud unyielding foundation, soft 
aud spongy places In the earth, not affording 
a solid foundation, shall be dug out and re­ 
filled with sand or gravel and well compact­ 
ed and brought to said grade of five (5) 
inches below said finished grade.
